All About... 


GGHi there! I’m Emperor scorpion, the largest 
scorpion in the world. I'm a member of the 
arachnid family which also includes spiders, 
mites and ticks. My home is in Guinea, Africa, 
but you'll find other scorpions in different parts 
of the world. We like warm habitats such as 
deserts and tropical rainforests. There are over 
700 different kinds of scorpion and we vary 
considerably in size. My smallest relation is 
less than 2cem long whereas | measure about 17cm 
from my head to the tip of my long, curvy tail.99 


We scorpions can make use of a 
powerful weapon when we are 
hunting prey - a deadly sting. 
When we are about to attack, we 
raise our tail and bring it over our 
\ head. Then we rub our claws, or pin- 
cers, together as a warning. 
If the warning is ignored, we 
move forward, stab the victim 
with our tail and inject a 
lethal poison. 


It takes several months, sometimes even 
a year, before we female scorpions give 
birth to our young after mating. They are 
born one or two at a time over a period 

of hours or sometimes days, and look 
just like us. We females are good mothers 
and carry our young on our back for the 
first ten days of their life. After this period 
the young scorpions moult. This means 
they shed their outer casing. Underneath 
is a completely new covering. Scorpions 
moult several times during their lifetime. 
When the young scorpions are ready to 
look after themselves, they leave us, but 
it takes about a year for them to 

become fully-grown adults. 


Mating isn’t something 
us scorpions like to do 
in a hurry. When a male 
finds a female to mate 
with, he will approach 
her and hold out his 
pincers. She will 
then lock 

her pincers 

with his and they’ll 
stay like this for 
several hours, 
moving to 
and fro in a kind 
of dance. Once 
mating is over, the 
male has to watch 
out because some 
females like to eat 
their partner! 


You might not believe this, but us 
scorpions can manage to go without 
food for many months ai a time without 
getting too hungry. We never have a 
drink either - we get any liquids we need 
by sucking out the juices in our food. We 
hunt out victims at night, eating mainly 
insects and spiders, but us larger 
species also enjoy small snakes, geckos 
and other reptiles. We can eat prey that 
is quite a bit bigger than ourselves. All 
our food has to be swallowed in a liquid 
form, so once we've killed our prey we 
cover each mouthful with digestive 
juices which turn it into a tasty liquid. 
We're very slow eaters and can take up 
to an hour to finish off our meal. But all 
we leave behind is the animal’s skeleton!

The scorpions tail is 
formed from the last 
five narrower segments 
of its abdomen. All 
scorpions produce 
venom (poison) in their 
tails, but it is more 
powerful in some 
species than others. 


Despite having from two to five pairs of eyes on the 
edge of their carapace (hard covering) and another 
pair in the middle, the scorpion’s eyesight is quite 
poor. Unlike insects, it does not have compound 
eyes to give it excellent all-round vision.

~ THE MOJAVE DESERT - 


66The large expanse of sandy soil, ay 
about 38,850sq’ km, which:makes 
\. up the Mojave Desert was once 
covered by the Pacific Ocean. 
These days though, you won’t find 
much water there at all! You might 
think that few plants and animals would 
choose to livein this hostile environment, but 
there are many species which have adjusted 
to the hot, dry climate. Learning to live without 4 
regular supplies of water is. the biggest ? 
obstacle to life in the desert. Some plants, 
such as yuccas and cacti, can’store water 
and some animals, including several types 
of rodents and reptiles, can survive without 
drinking anything at all:99

You should be able to spot 15 
termites crawling around the 
desert floor. 


As the Sidewinder 
rattlesnake slithers across 
the desert, it leaves behind 
a distinctive S-shaped trail. 
By raising parts of its body 
and keeping only three 
sections in contact with the 
ground at any one time, it 
avoids burning its skin on 
the hot sand. 


The Kangaroo rat bounds around the 
desert at night on its strong back legs, 
searching for tasty plants and seeds 

to eat. It stores the seeds in special 
pouches inside its cheeks. Later it buries 
them in a sealed pit near to the burrow 
where it rests during the day when the 
sun is at its hottest. 


The Cactus wren is the largest 
kind of wren (22cm long) in 
North America. It gets its name 
because it often builds its 
nest inside a cactus plant. 
The thorny spikes on the 
cactus keep predators 
out of its home. 


The Desert 
cottontail rabbit ‘ 
has only one way of 
escaping its enemies - 
it runs for its life! When 
threatened, it crouches 
and freezes for a second, 
then it bounds off at ¥ 
about 30kph, not stopping 
until it reaches safety. 


Growing up to 15m in 
height, the Saguaro 
cactus is one of the 
biggest of all cacti. It 
survives in the desert 
by absorbing and 
storing as much water 
as possible whenever it 
rains. Its trunk and long 
branches have deep 
grooves in them which 
expand to make room 
for the water it collects. 


Young rodents, rabbits, reptiles, birds and their eggs 
are all likely victims of the Gila monster, one of only 
two kinds of poisonous lizard in the world. (The 
other is the Beaded lizard.) When the Gila monster 
bites its unlucky victim, a poison is released from a 
gland in its jaw. This paralyses the prey long enough 


for it to be killed. 


At the first sign of 

rain in the desert, the 
Spadefoot toad rushes 
out of its burrow, mates 
and lays itseggs ~~ 
inthe water. The “= a 
tadpoles hatch in a couple of days é 
and become adults in a few weeks. For 

the rest of the year, the toad hides away, 
burrowing deep into the soil with its back feet. 


CREEPY 
CRAWLIES 


In hot weather | like to go on a creepy 
crawly hunt. I’m glad that the creepy 
crawlies I come across in Farthing Wood 
aren’t as scary as some of the ones you 
find in the desert. | wouldn’t much like to 
step on a stinging scorpion! 


ON THE HUNT 

Why don’t you discover the world of creepy 

crawlies for yourself. Look for them among the 
grass, on leaves, under stones and logs and even 
between pavement cracks. If you have a garden, you 


could go one step further and build yourself an insect 
stage like the one below. 


CREEPY CRAWLY FACTS 
There are more insect species in the world than 
all the other species of animals 

put together! 


Adult insects have 
three main body parts 
- a head, a thorax 

(the middle part) and 
an abdomen (the back 
part). They also have 
three pairs of legs and 
usually, antennae and 
a pair of large eyes. 


Not all creepy crawlies are insects. On a hunt 
you may be lucky enough to see millipedes, 
centipedes, woodlice, snails and spiders as well. 


Woodlouse Gestipeds 
Centipedes, millipedes 
and woodlice have 
bodies made of 
sections called 
segments, with pairs of 
legs on each segment. 


INSECT STAGE 


You will need: 
notebook, pen, pocket magnifying glass, 
four sturdy sticks and a ball of string.
